all  the  Refentments  which  are  apt  to  rife  in  the 
Breafts  of  Great  Genius’s.  Ye  Britons  are  the  molt 
fickle  People  of*  the  Univerfe,  and  therefore  no  Pra¬ 
ctitioner  ought  to  be  difeourag  d  at  any  Errors  he 
commits  in  his  Art,  it  being  your  Cultom  to  rur 
down  the  molt  Deierving  writh  Vehemence,  and  re-

•  Young  Dog  had  always  a  Genius,  I  believe  he  wil 
never  leave  the  Imell  of  it  His  Siiler  l\anny,  2 
SadlensIVells,  has  been  diltanc’d  a  Leap  and  a  Ca 
per.  f  repent  the  Time  that  ever  1  put  a  Launch 
into  his  Hand,  and  forc’d  him  out  of  his  prope 
Way,  he  having  taken  upon  him  a  more  Arrogar 
Air  alate :  He  had  the  Affurance  to  affirm  tire  otfu 


Day  (upon  a  Clamour  that  was  rais’d  by  feme  of 
the  Ccnjors  of  the  College)  about  a  Caie  in  which 
we  were  jointly  concern  d,  that  he  had  not  been  con- 
fulted,  and  that  it  was  Mala  Praxis  ;  \  ask’d  him 
in  a  merry  Vein,  How  be  came  by  that  wonderful 
Skill  ?  He  anfwer’d  me  rcandly,  As  you  came  by 
yours ,  Dignifhme  Do  dor.  However,  1  like  him 
much  for  his  Solutions  of  any  difficult  Cafe 
befbie  him,  and  his  bold  Amputations  \  tho'  I  mutt 
confefs  I  am  for  Leaving  on  even  a  Stump,  if  it  can 
be  of  any  Manner  of  Ule  to  the  Body  •,  but  thefe 
different  Methods  are  ferviceable.  I  confine  him 
phiefly  to  Surgery,  but  have  entrufted  two  Sped- 
ficks  with  him,  which  he  has  made  ufe.of  with 
wonderful  Succefs  in  fome  Chrenical  Cafes .  To 

Perfbns  of  Figure  he  always  gives  the  Aurum  fofa- 
bile  fro  re  nata.  To  thole  of  Lower  Confiderati- 
on,  a  Decodion  of  Agrigentina ,  Anglice  Silver- 
Weed,  proves  as  effectual  *,  and  if  he  does  not  expel 
the  Malignity,  at  lealt  he  make  a  Palliative  Curt; 
for  the  prelent,  and  makes  them  eafy.  He  is  very 
captious  if  I  do  not  communicate  all  my  Noflrum' s 
to  him  *,  but  then  I  have  a  certain  Method  of  taking 
him  into  the  Elaboratory ,  and  putting  fome ‘Ingre¬ 
dients  into  the  Crucible ,  and  averring,  that’s  the  iW 
periment  he  long’d  for,  and  he  grows  tradable.  He 
is  a  lufty  young  Rogue,  pamper’d  wirh  four  Bot¬ 
tles  a  Night  and  clean  Diet,  which  makes  him  a 
little  prone  to  Carnality.  This,  to  my  Grief  I  fee 
every  Day  demonftrated  by  the  Young  Wenches 
Handing  up  Billet-Deux  in  their  Gloves  and  Han- 
kerchiefs,  under  Colour  of  buying  Packets.

Ext  this  celebrated  Tumbler,  as  greatefr  in  Ap- 
P^rance  on  the  Stage,  is  Rub  $  of  whom  thus 
Jays  he  DoCfor. 

Rub  is  a  Perfon  whom  I  am  oblig'd  to  fet  pret¬ 
ty  high  in  my  Liif,  not  tor  the  great  Regard  I 
pay  to  his  Merit,  but  that  he  claims  a  Prece¬ 
dence  of  others  on  the  Score  of  his  Seniority  and 
long  Experience,  and  being  cover'd  with  Years  draws 
in  Old  Matrons  and  Grey-Beards  now  and  then,  and 
fo  helps  to  ftpport  the  Stage.  He  is  not  the  Man  I 
Ihoiiid  recommend  for  a  Alodern  Praffioncr,  he  be¬ 
ing  f q  obftinately  bent  to  the  Old  Galenical  way  * 
$nd  as  molt  People  are  apt  to  give  into  that  Advice 
which  their  Neceffities  have  made  ufeful  to  them, 
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fee  is  continually  preforibing  Deco£lions  of  Gujacum 
and  the  Dryd  Woods ,  and  a  Maftication  of  Elecam- 
pain  Root,  or  Maftkh  for  the  Breath.  He  is  now 
grown  unfafhionable  and  indolent,  tho1  its  necefiary 
for  me  to  keep  a  fair  Hand  with  him,  becaufe  his 
Diploma  is  of  an  Older  Date  than  mine,  and  fotne 
of'  the  weaker  fort  love  to  foe  him  upon  the  Stage, 
tho  he  is  impertinently  bufy .  He  covets  to  follow 
the  Stage,  tho3  he  has  no  manner  of  Bufinefs  there, 
but  fpread  the  Carpet ,  difpofo  the  Boxes ,  and  put 
the  Rackets  in  Order  againit  I  mount :  Having  been 
a  Pra£tioner  ot  fome  Note  in  former  Days,  he  lome- 
times  threatens  to  make  a  Figure  in  V  elvet  once  more, 
and  let  up  for  himfolf^  if  I  don  t  raife  his  Vails  *  but 
I  am  under  very  little  Apprehenfion  from  him,  the 
Method  of  Practice  at  this  time  being  very  different 
from  his  but  he  having  fbme  {mattering  of  Poetry ,

Beiore  he  came  to  m /  Stage  he  was  as  indigent  as 
nay  fel£  not  thro5  want  of  Ability,  but  he  had  a 
Faculty  of  Gaming  away  his  Patients  F  jes,  without 
coming  to  vifit  them  after  thefirlt  Prelcription,  which 
render  d  him  contemptible,  but  having  a  goodkeer 
Way  of  Talking,  I  took  him  into  my  Service  to  rui 
down  a  popular  DoClor  who  rival  a.  my  Practice 
He  did  it  lo  effectually,  that  in  Reward  of  his  Ser 
vices,  I  made  him  chief  of  the  Dijpenfary ,  and  gav* 
him  the  Propriety  of  my  EleQuarium  facijicum 
with  the  Priviledge  of  putting  his  Seal  to  it  *  tht 
Credit  of  which,  I  foiemnly  declare,  I  no  ways  env; 
him :  A  Medicine  lo  admirably  in  its  kind,  that  I  ne 
ver  yet  heard  any  Man  complain  oi  it  (except  that  i 
was  a  little  over-dos'd  with  trench  lartar)  and  f 
noble  an  Opiate ,  that  it  loc^s  up  all  manner  of  Pai. 
for  the  preient,  which  mult  be  a  very  comfbrtabl. 
Relief' to  fuch  as  have  labour'd  under  Cholic k  Pain 
for  Eight  or  Nine  Years  together,  and  whom  even 
Brother  of  ours  in  Abchurch-Lane  could  not  remedy 
He  is  well  leen  in  Titles  of  Glafles  and  Boxes  *  am 
whenever  I  bring  in  a  Row  of  new  Gally-Pots  inti 
the  Dijpenfary ,  he  Labels  them  all  in  Capital  Letter? 
I  pur  pole  to  leave  him  in  Poffeflion  of  all  my  Paper 
at  my  Death,  (tho5 1  mult  do  him  the  Honour  to  lay 
He  wants  no  Affiftance  from  my  Manulcripts )  upo) 
Condition  he  does  not  mount  a  Stage  upon  lower 
Hill ,  or  the  Predn&s  of  this  populous  City,  with 
out  taking  me  in  for  Partnerlhip,  which  lome  Pec 
pie.  Enemies  I  believe  to  us  both,  would  inlinuat 
he  is  inclin  d  to. 


SMUT  (lays  the  DoQor)  is  the  Darling,  he  is  the 
Wittieft  Knave  of  my  whole  Family,  and  is  all 
the  Cojnfort  I  have  in  my  Hours  of  Recefs :  I  often 
take  him  out  with  me  in  my  Chaife  to  Brentford , 
where  he  and  I  laugh  together  half  a  Day,  at  the 
Stupidity  of  feme  Topping  Totters ,  and  their  deluded 
Patients :  That’s  the  Time  I  take  to  give  him  the  Hi- 
fiory  of  my  Practice,  and  what  Diftempersare  under 
Cure,  which  he  faithfully  communicates  to  the  Pub- 
lick  in  his  Weekly  Bills.  There  we  rally  the  frequent 
Mltakes  made  by  the  Regular  Practitioners  of  this 
Age,  and  the  imprudent  Meafures  they  take  to  re- 
ftore  themfelves  to  Credit  when  they  lie  under  Po¬ 
pular  Prejudices  :  When  a  Clamour  is  rais’d  againft 
them,  they  throw  the  Blame  upon  the  Apothecaries 
and  Nurfes ,  and  offer  to  expofe  every  diilinft  Pre- 
fcription  to  Vulgar  Eyes.  Alas,  our  Method  is  much 
greater  $  Firft  we  tie  our  felves  to  no  Rule,  and  there¬ 
fore  are  at  Liberty  to  prefotibe  as  we  pleafe  5  but  if 
Patients  think  that  too  Arbitrary ,  Smut  contends  for 
the  Goodnels  of  tire  Medicines  in  general,  and  lays 
the  Blame  on  the  Vicious  Humours  of  the  Eody,  and 
ill  Texture  of  the  Blood.  Others  let  their  Patients 
know  what  they  take  *  we  think  it  not  only  impru¬ 
dent  but  dangerous  to  inform  them,  forFearofdiicr- 
dering  the  Spirits  *  and  then  no  Phyfick  can  work  a- 
mifs,  and  a  Vomit  paffes  for  a  Purge,  and  a  Purge 
for  a  Vomit .  In  fhort  Smut  is  themoft  refpeCtful  to 
nae  and  bis  Superiors  of  the  Stage,  nearer  Printing 
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a  Bill  but  you  (hall  find  Dr  Hermoda&yf  s  an  TFfcu- 
lapius ,  Gambol  a  Parcelf/ts.  There  are  but  Two 
Things  in  this  ChataSler  which  offend  *  One  reffc&s 
upon  my  Reputation,  in  taking  him  out  of  a  Garret 
in  difmal  Weeds,  by  the  Meditation  of  Far  naff# f 
Banny  *  the  Other  upon  my  Confidence,  in  Retain¬ 
ing  liich  an  Infidel.
